Washington, Feb. 19—The demand 


for the resignation of Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty suddenly has become 
one of the most acute of all the ques- 
tions growing out of the oil scandal 
and there were indications today that 
some important developments would 
be expected shortly.

"^ashinffton, Feb.. IS—High naval 


oflicial have admitted that 
reports 


from newspaper correspondents 
now 


with the fleet in •. the Carrlbbean, tell- 
ing o£ the unfit conditions of the bat- 
tleships Wyoming, Arkansas, 
Utah 


and Florida, has -disclosed a vitally 
weak condition in the battle fleet con- 
stituting the fire line or the American 
naval defence. 


These four, fleet units, as' well as 


the battleships New York and Texas, 
are greatly In need of modernization 
and their boilers, in particular, are in 
such a. condition that^it is considered 
risky and unsafe to operate these bat- 
tleships at a. greater speed than 12 
knots an hour. 


For that reason, the four battleships 


although set South for participation 
in the winter manoeuvres, have been 
retired from the fleet as unfit for use 
at the speed required in manoeuvres 
and ordered to remain at their present 
base off the island1 of Culebra. at 
the 


northern corner of the West Indian 
chain of islands.

submitted the recommended appro- 
priations were not approved by 
the 


budget bureau. 


Estimates for modernization of the 


Texas and New York are now pending; 
before Congress. 
Xo estimates for 


putting- the Wyoming, .Utah. 
and 


Florida in condition are before Con- 
gress, but'- after the navy department 
receives the report of the board which 
has just inspected these four vessels, 
and on the basis of which they were 
removed from the fleet, further action 
will be taken and the matter laid be- 
fore Congress.

It is estimated that it would cost 


13,500,00 to convert the four battle- 
ships in question from coal to oil- 
burners. 
However, if the four units
